The majo r functio n o f the teeth 
is the grinding and cutting o f fo o d, i 
the first step in digestio n.

Decay o f teeth is pro bably due to 
a 
co mbinatio n o f many facto rs. 
Dentists believ e that decay starts 
fro m o utside the to o th. When fo o d 
particles, particularly sugar, beco me 
lo dged o n o r between the teeth, 
bacteria, which are alway s present 
in the mo uth, act o n the particles

A tiny cav ity beco mes larger as 
the pro ducts o f bacterial actio n des­ 
tro y mo re enamel .Then, if neglect­ 
ed, the cav ity may reach into the 
center o f the to o th where the nerv es 
and blo o d v essels are lo cated. Di­ 
sease-pro ducing bacteria, spreading 
with the cav ity , may enter the blo o d 
stream fro m the to o th’s center and 
go to v ario us parts o f the bo dy .

is ho w 
diseased teeth 
are 
so metimes respo nsible fo r setting up 
infectio n in the heart, the kidney s 
jo ints and o ther places. 
To help ward to o th decay , the 
teeth sho uld be kept clean and the 
dentist v isited regularly . The teeth 
sho uld be cleaned at least twice a 
day . upo n arising and befo re go ing 
to bed. 
Recently it has been sho wn that 
flo urine may help prev ent to o th de­ 
cay . So me co mmunities are ex peri­ 
menting with adding small amo unts 
o f fluo rine to the co mmunity water 
supply fo r this purpo se. So me den­ 
tists adv o cate apply ing a fluo rine- 
co ntaining preparatio n to the teeth 
o f children.

In view of the fari that June has 
been 
proclaimed 
National 
Dairy 
Month, Dr. Geo. W. Cox, state 
health officer, urges that with the 
more extensive use of milk, both 
producer and consumer be concern­ 
ed as to its quality. The use of clean 
safe milk is a health meausre. 
Local interest in improved meth­ 
ods of producing wholesome milk 
has increased greatly in the past 
two decades and the striking ad­ 
vance in milk control has been res­ 
ponsible for the enormous saving 
in infant life. 
Milk is perishable and especially 
during hot weather. To insure milk 
of good quality requires cleanliness, 
steril utensiles, protection against 
flies, careful bottling and mainten­ 
ance 
at 
low 
temperature. 
The 
presence in fresh milk of large num. 
Hers of bacteria, due to insanitary 
methods of production is a health 
hazard. 
Dr. Cox added, "Among the dis­ 
eases which may be transmitted 
through milk are tuberculosis, ty­ 
phoid fever, scarlet fever, diptheria. 
septic sore throat, undulant fever,, 
diarrhea and enteritis. Numerous 
milk-borne outbreaks of disease oc­ 
cur every year in this country from 
the use of milk that might have 
been safe with proper care. 
“We should firmly insist that the 
milk we drink be carefully pro­ 
duced. so that we will have maxi­ 
mum practicable protection along 
the line from "the cow to the con­ 
sumer,"

Giles Explains Operation*of 
New Veterans’ Land Program 


By BASCOM GILES 
Commissioner of the General 
Land Office 
The V. lerans land program ia 
now a reality. 
The idea was born in the hearts 
c' the veterans themselves while 
they were overseas and thinking 
about home. 
Their letters to my 
office asking how they might ob­ 
tain a farm or ranch home if and 
when they returned, inspired me to 
put the machinery of this program 
in motion. 
Last week Governor Jester’s sig­ 
nature made the Veteran’s Land 
bill into formal lawn The bill was 
sponsored in the upper House by 
Senator John Bell of Cuero and in 
the lower House by Representative 
Reuben Senterfitt of San Saba. 
The legislation grew out of a 
Constitutional Amendment adopted 
by the Citizens of Texas in a spe­ 
cial election in November o f 1946. 
At the following session of the 
Legislature the necessary enabling 
legislation failed to receive fina 
consideration in the Senate. 
The 51st Legislature, promptly 
and without a single negative vote 
in either House carried out the 
mandate of the people, making it 
possible for T e x a s Veterans of 
World War II to own a farm or 
ranch home of their own choosing 
bv making a small down payment 
with the balance financed by the 
State at a low interest rate. 
The Legislature has placed the 
administration of thi* program in 
•.he hands of the Governor, Attor­ 
ney General and the Commissioner 
of the General Land Office. 


Here briefly are some of the 
outstanding provisions of the new 
law: 
The Board may issue up to $25 
million in bonds to finance the 
program. 
* 
Land may be purchased from an 
individual, from the State, or Cor­ 
porations for re-sale to veterans at 
cost. (This provision will be more 
fully explained in a separate ar­ 
ticle— Editor’s Note.) 
Veteran may select land which 
he desires to purchase subject to 
the approval oi the Board. 
The maximum purchase by each 
veteran shall n<?t exceed $7,500 to 
be financed by the State. 
Veterans d i s a b l e d by combat 
service connected disability have 90 
days preference right to purchase. 
Lands may be purchased for a 
minimum of 5% down payment 
with 40 years to pay the balance 
at 3% interest. (This indebtedness 
may be retired sooner if the vet­ 
eran wishes.) 
All money received during the 
six remaining years of operation 
shall be used to pay interest on 
bonds and to purchase additional 
land for re-sale to veteran.
